QUEBEC GOLD FIELDS- 

A Wealthy American .Syndicate NeEotliitlni; 
for the Furcliaae of the Beauco 
Gold Kines. 

Nkw YoiiK, ,'iO.— It is reported hero to- 
day tliut a syndiciUo, conipoaeil of ,J. ]!. 
IJnggin, .John \V. Maukay iind .Senator 
,J(jii(.'8 of Nevada, hus about concluded ar- 
rangaiiienta for tlio purcliuae of all tho gold 
Muiiea and Interests in the lieauce mining 
district, in the Province of (.Uie- 
liec. The mines are located about 
7,") miles north of the city of (Jueliec, and 
arc linown as tlio Gilbert lUver gold mines. 
A mining expert, V.'iglit Crittunden, who 
has been all over Mexico, .South America 
and South Aftieiv, in th(! interest.') of tho 
Huggln syndicate, is makingan exiuninatlon 
of the mines in the lieauce dlatrict, and lias 
already made one refiort, in whieli 
ho says lie Ims found a largo num- 
ber of gold-liearing (jiiuriz veins. 
Any report made by Crittenden, who 
is a jiraetical miner, is regarded by mining 
men as l)oyond dispute, and tho very fact 
that ho ia making the examination sati^lies 
Wall street that tho purolmso of tho Haggin 
syndicate is practically sottlod upon. One 
group of mines in this district is owned by 
a number uf Portland and Boston inor- 
ohants, but it is reported that arrangements 
have been made for tho transfer of this pro- 
perty to Haggin and his ossooiates. The 
viluo of all the mines is away 
up in the millionB. Mining men 
hero are much interested in the 
outcome of the deal, aa the same syndicate 
is reported to tiave recently secured some of 
the richest mhioR of Chill in return for cash 
advances made at the time of the Chilian 
war. Crittenden has lately returned from 
Chili, where he went in tho inicrcHtH of 
the syndicate, but all bo would say aljout 
his trip was that he had scoured some 
very rich mines. None of tbe principals 
who were seen to-day would discuss tho 
deal at all. j 



LoNDoir, Aug. 30.— The last stage of the 
Homo lUiIo bill debate in tlio Housa of 
Commons began to-doy. As usual on Wed- 
nesday, tho House met at noon. Tho ex 
ceptionally largo attendance showed that 
tho majoritj[ of tho members who went to 
the country for tho holidays recently had 
returned to hoar tho final speeches of the 
party loaders and to take part in tho final 
division on next Friday night. On the Irish 
benches hardly a seat was vacant. Tho 
Liberals and Riidicula wore present al- 
most to a man. All the party load- 
ers were oheeied aa they entered, but no 
groat enthusiasm was shown until Mr, 
Gladstone and John Morloy came in to- 
gether. Then the Irish memborB rose, 
cheering, tho Liberals and Cudicals joined 
them, and for nearly two minutes the 
ouse rang with shouts for tlio two men 
who had done most to render poaaiblo tbe 
advancement of tho Homo Huie'bill to tho 
third reading. Before Mr. (iladstone roeo 
to move tho third readinf; a few amend- 
ments wore added to tho bill at tho instance 
of Mr. Morley, chief secretary for Ireland. 

After they had beeh d ispoaed of, without 
debate, Jlr, Oladstono rose amid u storm of 
cheers. Ho began his speech with roferenca 
to tho oriticiBuia oindo by Unionist loaders 
on tho historical prccodeu s ho had cited on 
former occasions for Home Rule in Ireland 
The Opposition, he said, had contended 
thiU in no other countries could analo(;ie8bo 
found for changing the union betweenCreut 
]3ritnin and Ireland, their contention 
could not be supported by historical facts. 
In Austro.Hungury, in Norway and Svto 
den, in the United States, and in tho British 
colonics, were to be found tho abundant 
proofs that it was altogether desirable to 
eeparato local from Imperial alTairs. 
Tliroughout European and American litera- 
ture it was not poaaiblo to find a writer 
entitled to consideration who approved of 
tho conduct of England toward Ireland 
or attempted to apologize for the grievous 
and shameful history, which, since the 
Union, they had felt compelled to deplors. 
Mr. Gladstone, in coatinuiog, said that the 
debate on tho Home Kalo biil had been dis- 
tinguished by tho great development of 
small qualities by many members. He had 
regarded the closure aa an evil that ought 
to be tolerated only for tbe avoidance oi a 
much greater evil. Tl)e pluck of the Oppo- 
sition be had oonsidered in many Respects, 
but it.^vMrtWnly . wiks .w^ a 
better cause. The . povernment had ob- 
tai-jcd substantial results in tho matter of 
t'nn Hnmo Rule bill only ot a very heavy 
price. By next Friday they would have ex- 
pended eighty-two days on tho diaouasion 
of the bill. This far exceeded any pre- 
cedent, owing to the determination of the 
Opposition to defeat tho bill by obstruction. 
Those opposed to tho bill had adopted a 
course never before adopted. They had 
attempted delibcrutely to destroy the meu- 
aure by a mnaa of amendments, and to try 
to take back in morsels tho boon conferred 
in principle. The records of tlie second read- 
ing showed that iu committee -!,"jn speochea 
had been made for tlie bill, O.'iS against it. 
The former bad occupied .57 hours and the 
latter l,'i"J. "The opponents of the bill com- 
plain lliat it is coniplex," proceeded .Mr, 
Glailalone, "If so, the complexity lius re- 
sulted in its moderation. It wuh not, how- 
over, the complexity of the bill, but tho 
complexity of tho aiiicndnieots which con- 
sumed time. It must ha borne in mind 
that tho Irisli never admitted the moral 
authority of tho union. If, therefore, the 
resistance to this measure were to bo bitter, 
obstinoto and prolonged, tho (juestiou 
of repeal might finally become 
an intornationnl one. I say now 
to thoao who complain of the complexity of 
tho bill, aa if tliis were a capital oH'onco, ib 
is but tho natural consoqucnco of tho adop- 
tion by tho Irish members cf those counsuls 
of moderation to which they adhered 
thron^hoat the interminable discussion in 



rather than strengthen tho bill. Nobody 
in hie scnaos could regard thn bill ns a final 
and satisfactory aettlcnionb of the great 
([ueationa at issue. Tho word "provisional" 
was stamped on every page. 

FOUGHT WITH ARABS. 

Jlarlncs From K, M. S. "Biahbhe" Hcscuo 
East African Employes From 
3tutlneors. 

X.ANziM,vR, Aug, ,S0.— The British cruiser 
lilauche, which left here about ten days 
ago to i|Uoll u mutiny of Arabs against tho 
ICaet Africa Company's employes on the 
island of Kismayoo, arrived there oh Aug- 
ust 23. and resoned all ' the company's ser- 
vants ab the port of Kismayoo, excepting 
the chief agent, who had been killed. The 
ateamer Kenia, In Kismayoo harbor, was 
hard prested by the Arabs, and was saved 
from dostruotion only by the early arrival 
of tho Blanche. ■ Tho marines drove the 
Arabs into the interior of the island, after 
having killed and wounded many and hav- 
ing burned eeveral of their villages,

Jluat 
we not ailiiiil, lifter 7tKl years of British 
coiineclioi) with Iridaiul, the result of our 
trcatiiieiU ; that wo have brought her to 
aueli a stale that bIio cannot, without dan- 
ger and ruin, undertake responaihilitics 
whic:h in every other country are found to 
1)0 within llio ciipacity of tho people and 
fraught with the richest bonofits. (Pro- 
longed N atioiiiiliBl cheers. ) We repel tho 
charges tliitl have i)ei!n made by the 
Opposition. Wo deny that; tho brand 
of incupicity ban been laid by the Almighty 
upon any partieiiliii- hraiieh of our race, 
when every other br.i.iich has diaplaytd 
cupaliilily on tliu s.vme 8ul)ject, and baa 
at tained to a success, which is an example 
to iho world. We have f.iith in national 
liberty, faith in its ellicacy aa an instru- 
ment of national education. Our belief 
that that exporionce will pass over tho 
whole vast held encourages us to our work 
at every point. Finally, wo feel that tho 
passing of tiiia great mcaaure, after more 
tbuu eighty days' debute, does, will and 
must constitute the greatest among the steps 
provided toward the attainment of a cer- 
tain and early triumph." 

Prolonged oheera from the Irish and Min- 
isterial bonohea followed Mr, Gladstone's 
peroration. Leonard Courtney, Unionist 
for the Bodmin division of Cornwall, then 
moved tho rejection of the hill. Ho spoke 
briefly. John Redmond, Parnellitc, who 
followed Mr. Ceartney, definod hia attitude 
towards the hill. The time ocoupiod by tho 
discussion In committee, he said, had 
been spent properly for the moat part, 
The bill was dofeotivo in some roBpccts and 
disappointing in others.

Bkki.in, Aug. ,10. — No fresh cases of 
cholera huvo oocarred in this city to-day. 
One death from tho disease is reported at 
Kinmerich on the Rhino. 

London, Aug. ,30.— A dispatch to the 
Diily Newa from Odessa declurea that 
several deaths duo to cholera have beed ofii- 
cially recorded as duo to dysentery, 

Homes, Aug- .SO.— Three deaths from 
cholera were recorded to-dnj , but no fresh 
"aBOB. Three fresh cases and three deaths 
were recorded in Cassino- 

RoTTKRDAM, Aug. .■iO. — One case of cholera 
and one death have occurred at Sliedricbt 
and OQO death at Spyk. 

YiUNiTA, Aug. ^0.— In the last twenty- 
four honra four cases of cholera and one 
death were reported in Kolmea, and four 
cases and one death in Krasna. 

Buda,Pe.sth, Aug. iJO,— In the lost twen- 
ty-four hours, 110 fresh oases and 67 deaths 
have been reported in the different infected 
distriotH of Hungary. All of the middle 
schools have been cIoBcd. The burgomaster 
of the city has urged the Government to 
close tho universities. rijS.j^*"" 

I'Aius, Aug. 30. — Dr. Cihipin, a young 
surgeon in tho cholera lioapit&l at Nantea, 
died of cholera. Ho caught tho disease 
from patients in tho hospital, 

LoNiiON, Aug. ,30, — Tho Vienna corres- 
pondent to the Times telegraphs : "There 
nrc five patients in tho hospital hero with 
choleraic symptoms, but it ia believed they 
uro only cases of cholera uostrua. It is 
oflicially announced that four more 
districts in (Jalueia nre infected with chol- 
era. Giving to the provulence of cholera 
in Italy, ut tho frontier I'rovinces, the sani- 
tary authorities at (ioroe, in Austria, and 
Barbauia and Jlontesanto, Italy liuvo forbid- 
den tho annual religioiiH processions, in 
ich thouannds of people take part. All 
of the cases ot cholera in Huda-Pesth, 
five cases and three deaths, have 
urred in tho suburb Althopen. Tlio 
cholorn returns from tlungary indicate that 
habitual drunWards are the first and great- 
est suirerers from cholera, and that only a 
fe'.v women and children huvo succumbed to 
tho diaease."

The electric cooking outfit con- 
aista of nn oven, broiler, double boiler, steam 
cooker, tea and coifuo pot, saucepan, tea 
kettle und chafing diah. The cleanlincaa of 
these utenaila and the aupply of heat pro- 
duced by aimply turning a key, us ono 
would turn ou tho gas, tho ubaoluto control 
of tho heat and tho convenience of working 
where one dcsirca, is beyond all belief, until 
one can aeo for themselves, something that 
everyone can do who visits the fair in 
September, for cooking will be done Jovery 
day during tho fair, using tho electric cur- 
rent which lights tho building and which 
will bo attached to tho cooking xUensila. 
Tho apparatus will be in charge of an ex- 
port who will e.Kplain it all. Tho attention 
of tho hotel men and manufacturers is par- 
ticularly culled to this now feature of State 
Fair work, and the first complete public ex- 
hibit of electric cooking in New lOnglund.

Sherman Addresses the Senate, Advo- 
catiue: Free Coinage of 



WABHiNGTOK, Aug. 30.— The , BOSBion of 
' ,the House Tvas to-day devoid of interest, 
ITho proposed change of rules was debated 
pro and con, both under the House rulds 
and tho "five ininutcb" rule, but the passage 
ot arnrj yesterday between Speaker Crisp 
and eX'Speakor Beod whoa tho latter, hiw- 
UiK oolled Mr. '^lohardson to tiie.chair, took 
the floor auA engaged in a somewhat person- 
al debate with the gentleman from Maine, 
'Seemed to bo regarded not only as tho 
opening of the fight, but tho oulminatiou ot 
it, and little attention was paid to the 
apoeohes made to-day.. Without disposing 
of the rules, the House adjourned at 5:05. 

In the Senate, after tho routine of morn- 
ing business, tho bill for the repoa) of the 
Slierman Act was taken up, and Senator 
Shormau, of Oliio, proceeded to address tho 
Senate. He said if tho repeal of t!io pur- 
chaaing clauses of tho not of July, 1890, 
were tho only reasons for tlie extraordinary 
session, it would seem to liiin iiiBuliicient. 
It was, however, justitied by tlio existing 
financial stringency. Ouo tiling, lie aaid, 
Congreea aud tho people ngrced on, and 
t;hat was that gold and silver should be con- 
in USD aa money. Mouoinotalli.sin, 
pUro and ainipie, had never guiucd u foot- 
hold in tlio United States. If tho Senators 
wanted cheap inoney aud an advance in 
prices, free coinage of silver was tho way to do 
it. But they should not call it bimetallism. 
Sherman then proceeded to discuss the his- 
tory of the Aot that bears his name. He 
was not in favor of free coinage of tilver, 
and regarded it as but another name for 
monometallism of silver, and. he was only in 
favor of tho purchase of silver for the pur- 
pose of coining. Sherman reminded the 
Senators that when they oriticized the law 
that was misnamed after, him, they^should 
refiiembar that this law now on the statute 
books was far better than either the House 
Jblllr- or—that passed- by. the Senate. The 
President had, Sherman said, set forth the 
decline in value of silver, but had failed to 
give the cause of that decline. 



THE CITIZEJSS' ASSOCIATION. 

To THE EniTOil: — About twelve months 
ago, I believe, a movement was sot on foot 
by Mr. T. H. Falconer to form a ratepay 
or's protective aooioty, a result of which 
was tho formation of the Citizens' Asaocia 
tioQ.

It seema to 
mo that had Mr. Falconer been given a 
hand in its management, wo would pro- 
bably have had monthly meetings held, to 
dincuao tho work done, or intended tn bo 
done, by our representatives iu the Council, 
and also to havo found candidates for the 
vacant seats that have been void. If this 
had been the case it is very unlikely the 
present inuddlo regarding the lotting of 
contracts would havo occurred; at any rate, 
a public di.scusaion ot these matters by tho 
Citizens' Association would havo thrown a 
great deal of light upon much of our city 
work that i.s now very dark. Tlioro are 
now several suata vacant aud candidates 
will bo coming forward. What is tho Citi- 
zens' Aseooiation doing? Nothing! Then 
tho sooner its ollicera dissolve it and allow 
others to form a practical society thi't will 
work, tho better, with men for its ollioers 
that will Bee these mattera of auch vital in- 
terest to our city's welfare to an issue.

EXPLOSION AT SEA. 

Great Dnmago Done to a Comox Collier by 
nynamltc In tho Coal. 

San FiUNcrsco, Aug. 29.— Tho Pacific 
Mail steamer Barracouta arrived this even- 
ing in a badly shattered condition. The 
deolc house, after hatch and saloon were 
wrecked and matchwood made of 
the vessel's fittings. ■ The captain 
reports that on the 27th, shortly after noon, 
when 24 hours out from Como.x, B.C., 
when tho steamer's course had just been 
shaped for Acapuico, a terrific explosion 
occurred, doing the damage stated. The 
explosion seemed to have occurred in the 
hold among the coal, and the captain 
thinks it was dynamite, but has no reason 
to suspect anyone. 

Captain Irvine said: "There is very little 
doubt in my mind that the explosion was 
caused by dynamite, but how it got into 
tho hold of the steamer is tho queation. 
The only theory that has been advanced 
is that a dynamite bomb was placed in 
the coal bunkers during tho present trouble 
between union and non-uaion coal miners 
and stevedores. Non-union men loaded the 
Barrabonta, and sympathizers with the 
labor faction may have been the cause of 
not only our disoomforture and damage, but 
of the narrow escape wo all have had 
with our Ijves, if not the loss of t)>u steamer. 
I was in the pilot house looking at a chart 
when suddenly a deafening explosion took 
place and the steamer trembled as 
if she was bumping on rooks. I 
looked out and saw portions of 
the sfter-hatoh flying in the air higher 
than the main topmast head. Tho explosion 
was us sudden aa unlocked for, and such a 
terrific surprise that for a inoineut we did 
not know what to think. I immediately 
descended from the bridge to the main deck. 
There I found on each aide of tho hatch 
pieces of tho deck torn up and deck boards 
.sprung for many feet each way. The upper 
cabin house had the forward end atovo in, 
glasacs were broken, and the piano, au 
ebony uil'air, was uaeleaa forever more. I 
should have liked to have gone on to Aca- 
puico, where the coal wua destined for, but 
did not think it advisable to do so after 
wliat had occurred. We are only three and 
a half days from Coniox, which place wo 
left on Saturday last. The explosion occur- 
red twenty-four hours out of port. There 
were no passengers on the aleauier, which 
was making a special trip with u coal cargo, 
and I consider it fortunate that none of the 
crew were injured."

AN APT ILLUSTRATION. 

la our evening cootemporary's issue of 
the '28 th iaataat appears the following ar- 
ticle : 

The following Ottawa dispatch appears 
in various Eastern ConBorvative papers : 

Dominion Statistician Johnson has re- 
ceived a letter from B> E. Gosnell, who was 
appointed by Premier Davie, of British 
(Mambia, to test the accuracy of the cen- 
808 of Britisb Columbia. It will bo re- 
membered that a very serious outcry was 
made against the .accaraoy of the ccnsua, 
and a reoount of the Frovinoe was ordered, 
the British Columbia Government oiloring 
to pay the expenses of copying the Do- 
minion enumerators' retnma on the file here 
in the department of agricnUnre for the 
purpose of oompBrison. The correct- 
ness of the Dominioil' census has 
been amply shown. Mr. Gosnell in 
his letter says of the returns : 
"They arc the best ovidenco of the moat 
absolute accuracy of the census taking in 
Britiah Columbia, aa well as of the enumera- 
tion of the Indian departineut, and consider- 
ing the numljer and wide distribution of the 
Indian lril;e?, I think it wonderful that 
the two enuineratioiia agree so closely." 
Mr. Goanell proceeds to say that in May 
last he made an otlieial report to tlie Hon. 
Theodore Da%'ie, from the original returns, 
which li;,'urea aic within a few htindred of 
tallyiug with the recent count. "I do not 
think, therefore," he continued, "chat any 
strouger proof could be given of the cor- 
rectueaa of the census taking in British 
Columbia, and I presume the same thing 
applies to all over Canada." 

This must be very interesting reading for 
the Davie Government and its organs, who 
have been so anxious to make the "inaccur- 
acy of the census" appear u sufficient excuse 
for the postponemeDt of redistribution. 
Mr. GosnoU'a statement completely shatters 
the pretence, and makes eminently clear 
the fact that the revision of the figures at a 
considerable expense to the Province, added 
practically nothing to the stock of knowl- 
edge on the subject of the population. Mr. 
Gosnell noi7 says he told Mr. Davie last 
May all that he learned from this costly 
piece of work at Ottawa. Mr. Brown's an- 
alysis was to the same e£Fect. The organs 
will have to attend- to Mr. Gosnell, who 
thus destroyed the illusion so carefully fos- 
tered by the Governniont. 

Now, Mr. Goanell wua one of the cenaua 
enumerators for the Province, and it is per- 
fectly true that in May last be was invited 
by Premier Davie to, and did, make on 
official report to the Local Government 
toucliing tho accuracy of the retttrns fur 
nished by the Department of Agriculture to 
the British Columbia (iovernnient. 

The following extracts, which wo have 
been permitted to make, from Mr. Gos- 
nell's oifioial report, will serve 
a fair illustration of how far inform- 
ation vouchsafed by Opposition organs 
upon tho Government's action in the matter 
of tho conaus, is to he relied on. 

Mr. Gosnoll's report ia dated April 21, 
1893, and in it he says : 

, "In compliance with your request I here 
with submit what appears to mo throws 
some light on the niyatery of tho 
census figures. The confusion ariaea 
undoubtedly from tlio Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa, mixing up 
two things which are entirely distinct, viz., 
the returns of the Indian Department, and 
those of tho Dominion census of 1801. . 
In taking the census, the Indian Depart- 
ment was not consulted, nor was any refer- 
ence made to roturna published. It was on 
the basis of actual count of pcopln from the 
spot. ... Yov. will obBcrve by the 
returns of the Indian Department, In- 
dians given aa not under agenta 
are estimoted at ll,7i)G. In converaation 
with Mr. Vowell, Indian Commissioner, 
ho states that these Indiana belong to tlie 
V'ukon country, where tlie ccnsiii cnumcratom 
of B.O. di'rf not reacA, and Ae7icfl insiecul of 
being included in the 0S,173 total 2>npulation, 
, shouldhe added to it inakiii',/ tlu: loial liv.)jii;u. 
I observe by a dispatch in the World from 
Ottawa, that Mr. Lowc, Deputy Miuiater of 
Agriculture, states that the 11,700 Indians 
leferrod to are included in the 98,173, but 



this is clearly an inference based on the sup- 
position that the ceimia enumeralora cohered 
the whole area of B. O., xehich is not the. case. 

In Cariboo tho enumerators diduotgo fur- 
ther than Chilootin, and in Westminster 
District the country covered, tho population 
of which makes up the total of 10,177, oiusa- 
ed in the census as "Coast," was from tho 
head of Howe Sound on the Mainland aide 
(and the islands belonging thereto) to Al- 
aska, including Queen Charlotte Islands. 
Along the Naaa and Skeena rivers, and in 
the Omineoa country, and on the Stiokeen 
river tho.enumerators did not go, or could 
not go without fitting out an expoditiou at 
groat coat, and taking a very long time. 

"y/if onltj pof'iilili iray lo arrirc al the In- 
dian population, from the Dominion census, 
would be to go over the census sthedulea 
and pick out the Iiidiatis, as enumerated. 
This could be done by the Commiaaioners, 
ti e nationality or race being indicated 
pretty clearly in several ways. First by 
tho name, and accoudly by tho birthplace 
of the individual, and of father, 
and mother. An almost absolutely correct 
atatement could be arrived at in this way 
by those acquainted with the schedules, or, 
in fact, by tho Department. The Chinese 
could be separated in the same way. * 

"However, you will see, if nij' contention 
bo correct, that it m*kea a very material 
and important difference as to the distribu 
tion of the Indians, and it cannot he 
si.lllal othcrifi-ic than by an examination 
of the .■ichr.tlulr-! in the iraij I hare indi- 
cated, that IN, //■ the Dominion cenins is tc 
he taken ii.s Ihr basis of eoiiul. If the cen- 
sus of tiolh the Dominion, for Federal pur 
pv^is, and of the Indian Department 
lie accepted as correct and Mr. Loire'.- 
method be adopted, to ascertain ap- 
proximately the number of whites on the 
Mainland and Inland respectively, thi 
char that Jn'.i ,:i';U shntdd b, talxn a^ the lulnl 
ptipulatioii, and not .''N, / 'J." 

The italica are ours. Juat bo, and the 
local government having adopted " the only 
possible way to arrive at the Indian popula- 
tion from the Dominion census," by insiat 
ing upon an examination of tho soliedulee, 
has disclosed the fact that tho census sliould 
show a population of 110,112, instead of !)8 
173, — and thut liie diacrepauoy is accounted 
for by the fact of the census enumerators 
having omitted to take any enumeration, or 
even to visit either the Yukon country or 
the country along the Naas and Skeena 
rivers, or the Omineca country, or th( 
Stiokeen river— and by their having there 
fore failed to count in their enumeration 
at least 11,939 Indians, The returns of the 
Indian Department, which include these 
regions, show an Indian population of 
2U2, but by omitting these regions the cen- 
sus enumeratora, according to the examina 
tion of the achodiilea made at the instigation 
of the local Government, return only 2."},- 
203 Indiana — or 11,939 less than the actual 
number the Indian Department itself had 
returned. 

The right of tho Province to receive a 
subsidy from tho Dominion upon the basis 
of a population of 1 10, 1 12 haa been clearly 
demonstrated, and it ill becomes the op 
ponenta of the local Government to resort to 
the unpatriotic attempt, which they are 
doing, of arguing that the right has not 
been established — merely that they may 
minimize the good which has accrued from 
the investigation' insisted on by tho Govern 
ment. 



OPPOSITION TACTICS. 



The Opposition newspapers appear to bo 
terribly afraid that the policy of the present 
Government will be such as the people of 
the Province will heartily approve. They 
aro not content to wait until tho Govern 
ment has had time to carry out its inten 
tiona. They profeas to disbelieve what tho 
members of the Government say with re 
gard to their land policy, and they ridicule 
the idea of their pursuing a course which 
will bo favorable to intending settlers. This 
shows how nervous they aro. If they really 
lielioved that tho Government intended 
inaugurate u policy which would diacourag 
settlement, and which would make it dilli 
cult for poor men to obtain land either lor 
farming or mining purposes, they would 
keep quiet and wait patiently until they 
saw tho results of its action, and then i 
ciao who.t had been done in fitting terms 
Hut tho liaatc in which they aro to j)rejuilg 
the admioiatration and to condemn beforehand 
what it propoaea to do, ahows that they are 
afraid that tho people, if they aro allowed 
to judge the acts of the Government on 
their merits, will approve tho course it 
takes. Thia is why they are so industrioun 
in endeavoring to create a prejudice ngains 
tho ministers, and to lead the people to be 
Hove that it is irapoaflible that they should 
do right or have the public interest at 
heart. But they underestimato both th 
intelligence and the fairmindedncas of the 
inhabitants of tho Province. Tho peopl 
see through tho little devices of tho design 
ing politicians. They know that it would 
be foolish in the extreme to attach any 
weight to the sneers and the predictions of 
factious editors and stump-speakcra, and 
they hold that ministers are to be judged 
not by what their opponents say of them, 
but by what they do. 

Nothing is easier thau to ridicule men 
who are trying to do their duty faithfully, 
to declare that their motives are bad, and 
to prediot that they will fail to accomplish 
what they propose, and to carry out what 
they promise. Any man who has tho gift 
of the gab, and who is diahoneat enough, 
can ancer at and condemn tho beat Govern- 
ment that ever was formed, and predict 
that its policy will not benefit the country. 
But people who have an intelligent regard 
for their own interests will pay no atten- 
tion whatever to the prate of the schemers, 
hut will wait for reaulta, and judge tho 
miniaters by their acta. This is, we are 
convinced, what the people of Britiah Col- 
umbia will do with regard to the present 
Government. . . • 



NOT POLITWAL. 

Wo boo that Bomo of tho Opposition 
journals are trying to make politiual capi- 
tal for their party out of the award of tho 
Behring Sea orbitratora. We hardly think 
that they will bo auoceaatul. Tho oloctora 
must know that politics had nothing to do 
with the award. Tho majority of tho ar- 
bitrators ^ knew nothing about Canadian 
politics and'woiild not have given them a 
moment's conalderatiou if they did. Tho 
queations submitted to them were decided 
on their merits, and there can bo no doubt 
that the meu who drew up tho regulations 
wore not iciluonced in tho very slightest 
degree by political oonsiderartions. ;, 

It will have to be admitted that while 
the prbliminary oiKjuiry was going on the 
Dominion Government did oil it could to 
collect ovidenco which would aid tho ar- 
bitrators in arriving at juat and reasonable 
conoluaions. Tho Hon. Mr. Tupper, Minis 
ter of Marine and risheries, spared neither 
time nor labor in getting up the case for 
Great Britain. Ho devoted his whole at- 
tention to tho business, and wo are (juito 
satisfied that not a point that could be 
urged in favor of Canada was neglected or 
missed by him and those whom ho em 
ployed to assist him. 

Expense was not spared, and the men 
who were chosen to moke tho necessary 
enquiries were selected for their fitness 
alone. A better ([ualified, a more industri- 
ous and an abler man than Mr. Dawson 
could not bo found in tho Dominion 
to do the work. Those who know 
Mr. MaoCouQ are convinced that 
waa in every way well fitted to make 
obaervatiotia in Beliiing Sea and to 
collect evidence reapecling the way in which 
aoaling waa curried on. His zeal in the 
work could not be surpassed. What ho 
could do towards obtaining a decision fa- 
vorable to Great Britain and to Canadian 
sealers waa done cnergetioolly and efi'ec- 
tively. 

Then tho counsel chosen to advocate tho 
cause of Great Britain aud Canada were tho 
best that could bo procured, and they were 
chosen without any reference to golitica. 
Enquiry will show that all that Government 
could do waa done, both in tho preparation 
of tho British caae and in its presentation 
before tho arbitrators. Sir John Thompson 
loiibt did hia part ably and oonsoiou- 
tiously, and it is not his fault that the ar- 
rangements and regulations are not more 
favorable to Canadians than they now ap- 
pear to be. 

We are satisfied that all right thinking 
and fair dealing Liberals are fully convinced 
that no fault attaches to tho Dominion 
iiovornmont with rcfjpeot to thia matter of 
the Behring Sea arbitration, and we aro 
much mistaken if, when the proper time 
comes, some of them will not say so frank- 
Iv and openly. Sensible men must see 
that tho Arbitration is a matter that is in 
no way connected with party politics, and 
that tho endeavor to drag the subject into 
t!)0 pirty arena will serve no good purpose.

STOKir SrRICKEN - SOUTH. 

Neatly One Hundred Bodies • of Cyclone Vic- 
tims Found In Georgia— Steamer City 
' of Savannah Wrecked. 

AiJGDSTA, Ga., Aug. 30.— News from the 
storin swopt district of Port Royal aod 
Beaufort is still very moagro. News re- 
ceived to-night brings the startling news 
that auventy dead and swollen bodiea wero 
taken from tho river to-day by searching 
parties. Tho result of to-day's work of 
relief put the number of missing at 100, 
hut owing to the poor means of communica- 
tion a correct list of dead cannot ho ob- 
tained. In several places along tho river 
wero found eight or ten bodies lying on tho 
banks oloao together. Graves wero hastily 
dug near tho places of discovery and, with- 
out ceremony, tho victims wero placed be- 
neath tho earth. The Buffering in some 
localities among negroes is reported aa bo 
ing distressing, in some cases there being 
only one or two left out of a whole family of 
ten or fifteen. The people of Boautort and 
Port Royal are rendering all assistance in 
their power to the stricken families who 
lost their all in the flood. 

Savanhau, Ga., Aug. 30. — The steamer 
Birmingham, of the Ocean SS. Co., two 
days overdue, arrived in Savannah at 
7 p. m., bringing a portion of the passengers 
and crew of tbe steamer City of Savannah, 
wrecked on Monday morning, at 5 a.m. 
Tho City of Savannah left Boston Thursday 
afternoon. Sho met three Storms on the 
way, Sunday's storm was the worst. Tho 
steamer boat all day Sunday, when her 
steam whistle was knocked off and tho water 
began pouring into her hold. Seeing that 
the fillip could last hut a few hours longer, 
Captain Savage headed her for shoal water, 
lOarly Monday morning tho atcumer was 
bumping and aciupiug against the bottom 
in shoal water. Tlie vcaaul could be got to 
an easy place, lioivever. Tho huge wavea 
broke over her with increasing force and 
beat tho boat to pii!ces. Woneierful aa it 
may appear not a life was lost from aboard 
tho ship. 



MOKE RIOTING AT CHICAGO. 

rolk'u lireak I'p the Crowd lleforc Tliey (id 
Projierly Organised. 

CillCAgo, Aug. ,30, — The so-called un- 
employed and idle spectators became 
very demonstrative this morning around 
tho Columbus statute on the lako front, 
where they have congregated for sev- 
eral days, and listened to harangues and 
treasonable utteranoes. About 500 po- 
lice charged on the crowd when it be- 
came too excited and disorderly. The 
mob as it scattered threw heavy missiles at 
tho pursuing of&oers, but the police gained 
the upper hand in a very short time. About 
a do:!on men were arrested iu tho rush and 
taken to tho station, there being no attempt 
to rescue. That tho mob was armed and 
intended riotous demonalration was proved 
by the (|ucer collection of vveapona strewed 
on tho lake front greensward after tho mob 
lied, Clubs and staves were most promin- 
ent.

John Wenzel and Michael Harovit, 
the men arrested for participating in 
Saturday's riot, at tho City hall, wore 
fined SlOO each to day hy Justice Brud- 
woll, on tho charge of disorderly conduct, 
and held to the court in bonds of §500 
and $;iOO oach on the charges of riot and 
assault. 



THB AZTEC CALENDAR. 

Mrs. Nnttall Gives Its Interpretation at the 
Anthropological Congress. 

Ciiu'Ado, Aug. 30. — At the Anthropo- 
logical Congress at the World's Fair to- 
day, Mrs. Zella Nuttall read papers giving 
for the first time the interpretation of 

the ancient Atzec calendar. Scholars 
declare it the most important dis- 
covery of the kind of tho century, as 
it furnishes a key to much of tho life and 
ana at least of the six nations, the curly 
inhabitants of Mexico, and possibly may 
lead to u translation of the hieroglyphios 
on the ruins of early Mexican 
and Central America. The accuracy 
an 1 pnrfcction of this calender, 
which is pronounced in advance of 
any system now in use, give evidence of tho 
high civilization and mathematical attain- 
ments ot the anoient inhabitants of America, 
Ii is entirely different from any system 
known to ancient Europe, Asia or Africa, 
It is estimated that at least 400 years of 
astronomical obstrvation was necessary to 
perfect this calendar. It furnishes the key 
also to the religion, architecture and domes- 
tic life of that people.

Nkw Youk, Aur. 30. — The stock niftrkot 
to-day was in the main buoyant with a 
material increaae in the volnme of buaineaa 
and general and sharp advance in prioea. A' 
further large parohaae for European acoopnt 
and a ' considerable demand from local 
oporatora lod to a rise of A to 3| per cent, 
in the active list, and 2 to 9 per cent, in the 
specialties. Tlie recent action of tlie lloueo 
on the silver bill is stiU the dominant factor 
in the Wall street markets, it having re- 
vived the investment demand for aecuritics 
and started up renewed activity asnong the 
professional oporutora. Tlie easier feeling 
in the money market, and tha reaumptiou 
of buainesa of h;inUa und firma which 
auapendcd u short time ago on 
account of the sovoro atringeucy in money, 
have ud'orded material aid in the rcatora- 
tion of conlidcnce. The improvement in 
atocka has naturally been atimulated by the 
substantial reooveriea in bonds of %'ariou8 
descriptions. During the afternoon prices 
reacted i to per cent., American sugar 
leading, as it did the previous advance. 
When the bears fpund that holders were 
disposed to take profits, they hammered the 
list, and were assisted by exaggerated re- 
ports from Chicago as to the alleged riots in 
that city. The sale reached 296,775 shares, 
including 63, 222 unlisted stocks.

OPIUM SIEZED. 



A San Frnuclsco OlUcer Makes a Haul of 
''Dope" Said to Be Smuggled 
From Victoria. 

Sah Feanoisco, Aug. 30.— Opium smug- 
glers were outwitted to-day, owing to the 
vigilance of Inspector Noyea, of the Cun- 
toms service, who, after a watch of three 
days, landed enough opium at the aeizuro 
room to cause the treaaury of the United 
States Government to be enriched by $.'),- 
000. From information received, Noyea 
placed himself in readiness to seize any bug- 
gage that miglit come from I'ortland hav- 
ing a auspicious look. During the three 
days he apent ut the baggage depirtment of 
the railroad company he did not allow any 
baggage to escape close scrutiny. There 
were aeveral trunks that did not look right, 
but the inspector is a good judge of truolis 
filled with wearing apparel and those 
containing opium, and he allowed 
them to pass. This morning, however, 
there was ijuito a change in his appearance 
when he beheld a trunl^ without an address, 
but locked and strapped tightly. Noyes 
kept his eyes on the trunk as it was 
thrown around by the baggage smashers. 
Altboogh seoarely looked it waa a matter of 
ft few minatea to raise the cover, and then 
the finest lot of Victoria opium that Noyea 
has got hold of in some time passed into his 
po5a(;8Slon, Whoever stored the opium 
knew his busineps. There were numerous 
sacks and a quantity of paper to make the 
boxes fit snugly. Wood was not spared to 
hold the tins in place, to prevent them turn' 
bling about. The trunk containing the 
opium waa soon at the seizure room, where 
a valuation of §3,000 was placed on it. It 
ia diliiciilt to tell who sent the opium. Or to 
whom it was coming, as there ia no addrcsa 
on the trunk, It camo from Portland, how- 
ever, and the dope waa smuggled from Vic- 
toria. This ia about the tenth time that 
Noyes haa outwitted the smugglers who 
were opening the trunk game, while hia re- 
cord for the seizure of opium in Chinatown 
and placea along the water front ia excellent. 



ElVAL CITIES. 



St. LoniB Doesn't Want Chlcai^o to Build That 
Cuual. 

St. Louis, Awt. 30.— A war cloud ia 

looming up on the horizon, and if aorne 
friendly bre( Z3 doci not di.spel it .St, Louis 
and Chicago will ahortly bo waging a muni- 
oipal war that will make the rivalry which 
formerly existed between the two cities on 
the population quealinn sink into insignifi- 
cance. Chicago lnH for many years been 
utilizing Lake Michigan as a dump forits 
sewage and as a source for its water 
supply, but owing to the obvious diaad- 
vantugca of this aysteni the city decided 
to cut a canal to tho Missisaippi and send 
jta offal down to tho Gulf of Mexieo, and 
for this purpose is now spending some 
$25,000,000 in the construction of a big 
ditch. The water supply of St. Louia, how- 
ever, is derived from the Misaiaaippi, and 
prominent citizens hero are already organ- 
izing for tho purpose of preventing the aiater 
city from purging her OWn water supply ot 
the expense of her neighbor. At the Iftst 
meeting of the board of health a reaolntion 
was adopted setting forth this deplorable 
stale of all'airs and ri(|UC!Uiiig the Mayor 
and (/ity (.'ouncil to meniorializ j Congresa 
concerning the matter with the view of 
H' Cui inL^ the aid of tho national government, 
if t^ini^rtss will not interfere it ia tho opin- 
ion of export legal talent that tho city of 
Chicago iMn bo enjoined by a federal court 
from carrying out ita intention. 



ALDERMEN AREESTED. 

Spokane Ifas Her Little Trouble Over Sewer 
Contracts. 

Si'OiCA.NK, Aug, ."iO — A Deputy ohoriff 
yeaterday walked into the City Hall and ar- 
rested Councilman Graham, Dem., and 
Councilman Steep, Rop., both of the Second 
ward, on charges of taking a money bribe in 
consideration of their votes in putting 
through a sower contract tor Contractor 
Olaen. Tho defendants wore taken before 
Justice Woods and reloaaed on $,'5,000 bonds 
pending examination next Tuesday. 
• These arreata were made by the Citizens' 
>League, oonipoaed of about forty pronunont 
:.fflen, who hove been ootively at work for the 
past three days. They are said to posaoas 
indisputablo proofs of tho guilt of tho ar- 
xestod men, and to be |n posseaaion of fiots 



which may lead to further arreata. They 
are thoroughly aroused, and h&vo retained 
Judge Clagett to prosecute the case to the 
finish. The arrests have created a tremen- 
dous sensation. 



JACKSON V. JACKSON & MYLIUS. 

Jmlginent of Mr. Justice Crease In Favor of 
the Plaintiff. 

ilr. J uatice Crease has handed down hia 
written judgment in the oiao of MrJ. Mar- 
garet Jackson V. Alexander Jamea Jackson 
and Celia Myliua. Tho action was brought 
to recover the aura of §12,043 25, money 
alleged to have bsen advanced to tho firm of 
Jaokson & Myliua, of wliich firm it waa 
ohtimed Celia Myliua, wife of Peter E. My- 
llns; was a partner, J udgment wont by de- 
fault against Jackaoo, and being wholly 
unsatisfied the action was continued againat 
Mrs. Myliua. The decision of the Court is 
in favor of 'the plaintiff for the full amount 
with costs. 

In course of his judgment Mr. Justice 
Crease says : " The defendant, A. J. Jack- 
eon, whatever hia shortcominga may havo 
been, gave his evidence in a direct, straight- 
forward manner, nothing extenuating (and 
there waa niuoh which told heavily against 
himself). * * The account he gave- was 
that on April 22, 1891, hu had entered into 
an agreement for a partnorahip with Pater 
E. Myliua, but when after a week or ao it 
waa discovered that Mylius' Eastern credi- 
tora were after him, the agreement was by 
mutual consent diaaolved, and the docu- 
ment it was agreed was. to be destroyed. 
This ia distinctly sworn and ia not contra- 
dicted. How far Myliua kept faith in this 
respect with hia partner the evidence put in 
by tho defence aulliciently declares. Jack- 
son gives un account of tho ciroumatancea 
under wbicli tho now partnership waa 
formed, which were these: 'Myliua said 
that his former creditors were liable to 
como after him, and I made the proposition 
to Myliua to have things changed and put 
in my name. Instead of that ho had them 
changed and put in hia wife's n inie. That 
ia how it comea tho two partnerships were 
on tho aame dato— and that was accordingly 
done. Tlie lirst partnership waa terujinated 
at the time of clianging with Celia 
Mylius. * ' ' 

"Young Jackson, tho defendant, had no 
oxporionoo of the busineaa or, aa the se(|uel 
shows, of any business, and was there- 
fore at the mercy of Mylius and hia 
wife. The latter about tho time |0f llie col- 
lapse of 'the business' left tho jurisdiction, 
and has never returned to give evidence in 
the case. Tho whole contribution capital 
to tho buainesa waa $.'i00, presumably from 
P. K. Myliua' impecunious state owing 
to hia Eastern debta, from Celia 
Myliua his wife. Tho defendant Jack- 
aon was apeedily set to work to borrow 
money for the business from the plaintiff on 
behalf of himself and Celia Myliua, without 
the intervention of any solicitor from first 
to lost in any part of these transactioua. It 
was proved that Jackson, after tho new 
agreement, knew of no other person as hia 
partner than Celia Mylius, and believed 
that the agreement .with Myllua dissolved 
and discarded by mulnal oonaeht,wa8,aBthey 
had agreed to do, destroyed. His igoor- 
anco of business was intense. * * Another 
document, whioh Jackson claima waa the 
new and real deed of partnership in Myliua 
handwriting, * * was tendered, in evi- 
dence but could not be either accepted or 
examined * * ond the plaintiff had to 
fall back on the evidence which existed, oral 
and documentary, to show that the two de- 
fendants had given themselves out to be 
partners and borrowed and used money in 
buainesa upon tho faith of their constituting 
the firm of Jaokson & Mylius. * " There 
waa no account produced, and possibly none 
exiata, of the Ijusineas done by the firm. 
Indeed, it looks us if, in tho absence of any 
evidence from the hooka, tho $'Xi- paid as 
interest waa paid out of tho capital borrow- 
ed from tho plaintiff herself. If so, it could 
only be connldored ns a 'nest egg to make 
clients lay.' Jucksou diatinotly disavows 
any intention of secrecy in the matter in the 
formation of the superseding partnership, 
and here also ho is not contradicted. As 
far aa he was concerned and represented 
to outsiders, the partnership with Celia 
Mylius waa for his own protection against 
creditors, not a secret agreement with P. E. 
Mylius to defraud them. If it had been, 
it would have been no protection to oiio 
who had notice of the debts. Vet this last 
discreditable deception is actually pointed 
to by the alternative pleading of tho de- 
fendant, aa what waa conlem[)latcd by the 
defendant — when it set forth that i/ C( /if! 
i)fi/liit.i .should hi: (Iceland (n In. ii parlwr 
she ini* to Ik voii^dtixd as truslu. Jor Ihi: ns,- 
and limfft of I'Ui.r li. Mi/lins. Vet neither 
he nor she ventures to step into tho witness 
box to support by their testimony such a 
])lea. It ia clear that, whatever young 
Jackson's sins of omi'-siou and commission 
may havo been, and the Court ia bound to 
declare they were many and great, lie dis- 
tinctly acted in the belief that Celia .Myliua 
was his only partner, and that her husband 
acted for her, and it waa understood and ;)o 
given out to tho plaintiff, from whom the 
loans wore obtained, before they wore made. 
Jackson's total innoeeuce, or, more proper- 
ly speaking, ignorance of business pointed 
him out as the liLling tool he became in tho 
hands of an unscrupulous man. That My- 
liua was such was suliiciently proved by hia 
having taken out and pawned a consider- 
able amount of the stock of jewelry in tho 
store at one-third of its value, and applied 
tho proceeds to his own private purDoaea. 
What those purposes were that required tho 
commission of such an act it would have 
been interesting, if he had been placed on 
the stand, to inquire. * * Tho utter Ig- 
norance of business which was to be expect- 
ed from the plaintiff, a widow, made 
her an caay prey of tlesigning ])eoide, and 
the iiiatriiiiicut employed to tlfoct this pur- 
pose was her own sou. A ain^lo oonfcrunee 
with her professiotuil mivn, which Myliua, if 
an honest man, waa bound (I bad almost 
aaid in honor) to promote, knowing the 
absolute ignorance of her son, would have 
exploded the whole scheme, and her lir.sL 
lods would have boon her last. Myliua, wiio 
was in court the whole time, and every 
other minute suggesting iiueationa to his 
counsel, throw every legal impediment that 
tho ingenuit,y of counsel could doviao in tho 
way of tho plaintiQ', und although the Court 
expresaed a dnairo to hear his evidence in 
tho box, had ho been called, feared to place 
himself under tho ordeal of a cross-examina- 
tion. * • " 

Tho judgment concluded by giving a ver- 
dict in favor of tho plaintiff for tho full 
amount claimed on the pleadings and with 
coats.

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DEPENDENT DAUGHTERS. 



A riea ror iiii Iiidlvldunl Life and a Stated 
Allowance. 

Why is it that in tlio averago middle 
class family thu son is early placed in the 
■way that will iiUimiituly lead' to inde- 
liendenco and Kolf support, whilo tho 
diiughtor, after her schooldays are past, 
is expected to remain as pecuniarily de- 

. pendent on hor father as aho •was in her 
infancy? Tho boy is placed where he 
niaj- learn Komo profession, business or 
trade wliicli, when he has acquired it, 
makes liiin hia own iiiastor. His work 

- has a recognized money vah;o. Not only 
iire tlio bills for his tuition and otlier ex- 
penses willingly paid, but he is expected 
as a'matter of course to devote nil his 
time to his calling, save such as is spent 
in tho recreations natural and'iiecessary 
to youtli and lieallh. 

The girl, who jjcrhaps is quite aa briglit 
and ambitious as her brother, is consid- 
ered heartless and undutiful if slje de- 
sii'os an equal start with him toward in- 
dependcnei'. Her pl;ico is in tlio house- 
hold, caring for tho younger cliildren, 
looking after tlio servant and njaking 
lierself generally useful. What money 
she has is a gift from her parents, since, 
■although she may be busy from morning 
"until night, nothing that she can do com- 
mands a market value, and sho is un- 
able to earn money for lierself. Her 
brother is acknowledged to have fulfilled 
his duty if, after having learned his 
business, ho supports himself and pays 
his board as long as ho remains at homo. 
Her duty is not in'rl'Driiied unless she as- 
sumes the cares and responsibilities of 
tho house without tho privileges of its 
mistress or the salarj- of a hired assist- 
ant. If her parents die suddenly, leav- 
ing her unprovided for, she is helpless 
and must hang as a dead weight on her 
relatives and friends, not from choice, 
hut because slio has not been given a 
■weapon with which to maintain her 
7)lace in the great battle of life. 

It is an indisputable fact that for the 
average young woman of tho middle 
class left destitute there is no path opi u 
except tiiat of doinestio service. S!io 
mai' have a good school education and 
be a refined and delicate lady in every 
respect, but the only thing that she can 
4.0 that ■will bring in money is scrubbing 
floors and cooking. Even in this line of 
work sho will find difticiilty in gaining a 
position, since tho average mistress nat- 
urally prefers a stout, broad shouldered 
Irish or German peasant in her kitchen, 
•who can carry coal arid do a large wash- 
ing without overexertion, to a slender, 
book educated woman who is quite like- 
ly intellectually tho superior of the mis- 
tress herself. 

Women love independence and porson- 
-al liberty quito as well as men. Thoj' 
love to feel that their money is their own 
to spend or give away, as they choose, 
not tho benefaction of a relative who 
■will keep an eye out to seo how it is dis- 
posed of. If the father and mother were 
(o live always and the daughter to be 
forever young, or if she were certain of 
inheriting a competence, then indeed 
would there he more reason in her set- 
tling down to become their housekeeper 
and nothing else, ■with no thought of tho 
morrow. But the future must bo pro- 
vided for in some ■way— -that future when, 
the father and breadwinner being gone, 
the source of income has run dry — and 
the only way sho can provide for it is to 
marry. She must marry, whether she 
loves or not, in order to obtain a liome 
and a recognized place in the -world. 
Such compulisory marriages mean mis- 
ery to both the contracting parties, .since 
a woman who docs not care for her hus- 
band cannot bo hapjiy herself or make 
him happy. 

If parents would only realize tho fact 
that their daughters have tho same right 
to an independent start in the world as 
their sons, a great deal of heartlrarning, 
discontent, oppression and lifelong jiov- 
erty would be removed from tho path of 
the rising generation of women. Let 
the girl be taught something besides a 
smattering of pleasant accomplishments, 
something that will make her independ- 
ent in tho f utiire — engraving, dressmak- 
ing, typi'writing, illustrating, anything 
for -which sho has a bent — and let her 
take her time to acquire tho business, as 
tho l)oy ilui-s. Since ho is not expected 
to 1)0 errand Vioy or man of all work 
about the iiouso while ho is learning to 
eiirn his livelihood, why should she bo 
Seamstress nixl housekeeper at the same 
time that she is studying her profession? 
When ^ile has learned it, she can afford 
to help iiay for extra household assi.st- 
anco, and it v.-ill be a great pleasure to 
her to lie able to make lier parents a gift 
now and then that they themselves did 
not pay for. 

A daughter will be none the less duti- 
ful because her parents recognize her 
right to .'ni individual life instead of one 
absorl)ed and swallowed up in that of 
the faniih'. To I;eep lier undc'r tutors 
and governors like a child is the sun st 
way in theworlil to make a clevi.-r and 
spirited woman rebel against ties ;ind 
duties that under jiister treatniuiit sho 
would never have thought of questicjii- 
ing, and her days and nights ai e imbit- 
tored with tho feeling that sho 1ms been 
called into being only to have her best 
liopes and faculties stultified and wasted.
